-" most erudite professors of modern China, While still a young man he was ‘apr ainted a member 
of the so-called Board of Control, whose fanction it Is to'detect abuses fn the administration aad 
criticize the conduct of high officials, Having considered carefully the forelgn’ relations of the 
emplre, and fixed his g.2¢ capectally on Japan, he indited a remarkable memorial;to the Throne in 
ich the following occurred :— ‘ : ‘ : 

Our forcign relations are all of the preatest fmportance,' and attended by’ complications, : bat 
our Intercourse with Japan has proved to be more troublesome (han with the olber Powers, ||: 

Japan is venturing upon a display of power, and bas not only taken possession of the Loo- 
choo Isiands, but is making some attempis on Koreas. It becomes, therefore, ‘the duty of our 
einpire to check In time the threatening geril fom Japan, and to establish definitely;the supremacy 
of China over its nefphbour, But to attack Japan Is not by any means an easy task, and the victory 
will depend maioly on the relative strength of the respecttve naval forces. |The Increase, therefore, 
of gar maritime power {5 of paramount [mportsnce and must be seriously attended to, 

‘In my humble opinion {t is essential that your Majesty should now issuelyour commands’ the 
Cabinet. Ministers to proceed to a discussion on the Japanese Question in order to decide upon the 
steps to be taken by our Government in respect to Japan, 
would be responsible for the conduct of the affatr, 

It scems to me that Japan herself [s not in a position to break the peace without’some forelgu 
ally, In comparing the relative strength of the two countries, {t is evident that Japan {s our to- 
ferlor, and, regarding Ibe chances of obtalaing foreign assistance, {t fs also atuated tess favourably 
than wo are, Japan is not on very Intimate terms with any of the fore 0 Powers, and it will there- 
fore not find an ally tn the event of a crisis, On the other hand, the rélattons of our- Government 
with foreign nations are secured by us for the course of a long pertod, and a warm feeling ts 
ducreaslag ,rcciprocally from year to year, We may therefdre court reasonably upon foreign 
Powers assistIng us to case of a war with Japan. If we donot now determine the lines of our policy 
in the sense of preparing for a war wih Japan, and romain satisfied with tho present state of 
peace without any lurcsight respecting the fature, we shall ace that Japan will utilise ber time in 
continulng her commercial enterprises, Thos Japan will increase its national Power whilst we 
remain stationary. This will place us in permanent danger and expose us“to%continual menaces, 

‘This memorial, altcr being examined by the Miltary Boacd, was Promptly forwarded by 
orders of the Eniperor to Li Hung-chang for his opinion,

The Viceroy’s carcfully-conaldered reply ts a remarkable document, wherein it {s atated :—~ 
Some time ago, when I was ordered by your Mojesty to offer my opinion on the questions 
ralsed by ‘the memorial of Ten Sen-sue, the member of the board of government inspectors, I felt 
compelled to matntaln views which were contrary to bls, but under the present circamstances 
I cannot but-express my entlre concurrence with the views of Chan Pel-lun—namely, that It {s 
necessaty for us to make prep:rations fora war with Japan, and that, consequently, we. must 
develop our naval armaments in order to be able to carry out this object. 

Our best case for bring!ng about @ rupture with Japan and coming to extremities La not Korea, 
but the question of the Loochoo Islands, because.we have an indisputable right over them, and 
every foreign Power would be obliged to admit the Justice of our claim, if we chose to demand the 
restoration of our rights. Morally we are undoubtedly in our right on the question of the Loo- 
choo Islands, and’ materially Chinn Is « large and strong empire, supestor to apan, If we only 
organize our resources, develop our army and Davy, we shall galo the respect of even the more. 
powerlul of the forelgn vativns, who will rank us with the Great Powers, and then Ja will, of 
Course, not venture to carry out.any hostile designs against us (by means of a foreign alliance). 

Japan bas now for yeare carnesily studied Western systems, and, though her success [su ao far 
only an outward one, allll her fleet must.be adml.ted to be equalto ours. Therefore I should 
consider It hazardous to send our fleet to Japan, to fight In the enemy's own waters. My humble 
opinion Is, let ts not lose sight of our plan of invading Japan, but lef 4s not commit the mistake 
of doling this in.a burted manner. Firat of ail, our navy must be thoroughly organized before we

Your Majesty has graciously ordered me to undertake the responstbility of preparing the piss 
for the {nvaston of Jepan, Allow me, therefore, to state that I consider this qsestion one of the.
